In a completely non-related 
move, Kelly Freas and Polly Freas 
have resigned from Starblaze Edi¬ 
tions, published by the Donning 
Company/Publishers, effective in 
August. No replacements have been 
announced yet by publisher Robert S. 
Friedman.

New American Library, publishers 
of Signet, Plume and Meridian paper¬ 
backs and distributor for DAW Books, 
has announced a new line of hard¬ 
cover books to premier next Spring 
under the NAL Books imprint. 

NAL Books will acquire books 
jointly with Signet paperbacks, or 
for hardcover publication with paper¬ 
back rights to be sold to other com¬ 
panies.

Payment in accordance with the rates and conditions 
noted above. Dept, of fair warnings: I am looking for 
high quality material and I will impose professional 
standards in my selection of material. Rejected manu¬ 
scripts not accompanied by an SASE will be destroyed. 
if Articles: FN is open to articles on a broad range 
of subjects, including articles about authors, publish¬ 
ers and publications, artists, series, themes used in 
fantasy and SF, historical articles, personal memoirs, 
etc. No reprints. No limits on length, but anything 
over 10,000 words will be tough for me to handle. The 
inclusion of illustrations (when appropriate) is en¬ 
couraged (e.g., photographs).

M. P. SHIEL—A RESURGENCE 
In past issues of FN (#3,13,14), 
I've provided various reports on a 
rather ambitious publishing project 
being undertaken by A. Reynolds 
Morse and John D. Squires. M. P. 
Shiel—A Resurgence has been in the 
works for well over a year now and 





will ultimately consist of four vol¬ 
umes of M. P. Shiel material, run¬ 
ning well over 1,000 pages. 

The publishing format for the 
four volumes has been finalized and 
Volume 1 of the set has appeared: 

The Empress of the Earth & The Pur¬ 
ple Cloud. The volume reprints two 
novels and 15 short stories, all 
facsimilie reproduced from their 
original magazine publications in 
turn-of-the-century illustrated 
British magazines. 

The Empress of the Earth runs 
148 pages and is a complete reprint¬ 
ing of the 20-part serial that began 
in Short Stories on February 5, 1898. 
The novel has previously appeared in 
the U.S. only in book form, slightly 
revised, as The TelloU) Danger. 

The version of The Purple Cloud 
reprinted in this volume is the ori¬ 
ginal, shorter 6-part serial (run¬ 
ning only 60 pages) that appeared 
in The Royal Magazine from January 
to June, 1901. 

The 15 short stories, facsimilie 
reproduced from a variety of British 
and American magazines, are: "Guy 
Harkaway's Substitute," "The Eagle's 
Crag," "A Puzzling Case," "Huguen- 
In's Wife," "The Case of Euphemia 
Raphash," "Wayward Love," "The 
Spectre Ship," "The Secret Panel," 

"A Night in Venice," "The Battle of 
Waterloo," "Ben," "The Bride," "Many 
A Tear," "Miche" and "A Good Thing." 

In addition to a general intro¬ 
duction about Shiel, each section of 
the volume is Introduced by A. Rey¬ 
nolds Morse, providing significant 
background information on the novels 
and short stories. 

The Empress of the Earth & The 
Purple Cloud, volume 1 of the 4 vol¬ 
ume set, is available in two for¬ 
mats : 200 copies have been produced 

as looseleaf sheets and are provided 
in a special 22-ring binder with a 
silk-screened cover and tabbed sec¬ 
tions. The cover size is nearly 
12" by 11" and the price is $30. 

700 copies have been produced as a 
quality clothbound book with a simu¬ 
lated red leather binding and silver 
stamping. The 419-page, 9" by III5" 
volume is priced at $35. It's my 
guess that both editions are priced 
at or below cost. 

Volumes 2 and 3 are The Works 
of M. P. Shiel Updated by A. Rey¬ 
nolds Morse and are scheduled for 
early 1980 availability. The two 
volumes will total approximately 
700 pages, a substantial expansion 
over his 1948 The Works of M. P. 
Shiel, published by Fantasy Publish¬ 
ing Co., Inc. 

Now available, in addition to 
volume 1, is a pre-publication pre¬ 
view of The Works of M. P. Shiel 
Updated, entitled The Quest for Re- 
donda by A. Reynolds Morse. The 
164-page, 8*s" by 11" softcover vol¬ 
ume describes Morse's expeditions 


to the mythical kingdom of Redonda, 
an island in the West Indies where 
Shiel was named king by his father 
in 1880. Also included are reprints 
of a number of autobiographical art¬ 
icles by Shiel and background mater¬ 
ial about Redonda. 

Although The Quest for Redonda 
is a "limited edition preprint" with 
"no copies in general commerce," 

John D. Squires has informally told 
me that he will make copies availa¬ 
ble to FN readers at "about $10" per 
copy.

WARNER BOOKS 

Coming from Warner in mid Octo¬ 
ber is a new "illustrated comic 
odyssey" by Bruce Jones entitled 
Amberstar. This will be a 96-page, 
9" by 12" trade paperback priced at

HOUGHTON MIFFLIN 
Scheduled for October 1st pub¬ 
lication from Houghton Mifflin is 
The Individuated Hobbit by Timothy 
R. O’Heill, subtitled "Jung, Tolkien 
and the Archetypes of Middle Earth." 
An assistant professor of Behavioral 
Sciences and Leadership at West 
Point, O'Heill explains that he does 
not agree with the notion that Tol¬ 
kien's Middle Earth has been re¬ 
ceived with universal popularity 
simply because it is escapist fic¬ 
tion. 

In The Individuated Hobbit, he 
suggests that Tolkien was strongly 


Influenced (knowingly or not) by 
Carl Jung’s theory of the collective 
unconscious and that The Lord of the 
Rings is no less than a search for 
one's self in Jungian terms. Fol¬ 
lowing a concise summary of Jung's 
theories, he presents example after 
example of how Tolkien's themes and 
characters closely resemble Jungian 
archetypes. 

The book succeeds largely be¬ 
cause it is written for the layman 
and O'Heill is not the least bit 
pushy in presenting his theory. In 
addition to an occasional dash of 
humor, he demonstrates an unquali¬ 
fied respect for Tolkien and writes 
in an easy-going style. As he him¬ 
self notes, "I am not trying to im¬ 
pose a dry theoretical framework on 
the practice of enchantment, nor to 
drag the act of subcreation kicking 
and screaming into the clinical 
consulting room." In fact, he 
appears to be a fan.

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DOUBLEDAY 

Out from Doubleday/Dolphin in 
early September is Rock Wars, a 
96-page, trade paperback color comic 
book, about a 12-member rock group 
from the center of the galaxy that 
arrives on Earth to save mankind 
with music. According to Doubleday's 
publicity copy, it is also "a sting¬ 
ing critique of crooked politicians, 
anti-environmentalists and morally 
bankrupt people."

Heroics by George Alec Effinger, 
scheduled for late September at 
$7.95, is a humorous fantasy spoof¬ 
ing the subject of its title. Set 
in a future where the population has 
shrunk, forests have overtaken the 
cities, technology has disappeared 
and most people are bored to tears 
("productivity" is developing a 
hobby), an 82-year-old aunt sets out 
on a cross-country journey to Cali¬ 
fornia to complete her collection of 
depression glass. 

She very soon meets up with 


Glorian, who transforms her 2,200 
mile walk into a heroic quest of 
meaningless proportions. Through a 
series of heroic and philosophical 
absurdities, Effinger humorously 
demonstrates the futility of it all, 



Also slated for late September 
is Song of the Kingdom by Andy 
Stone. This is Stone's first novel, 
a fantasy about the fall of the 
Great Kingdom and three young Sing¬ 
ers of the Skye who attempt to re¬ 
lease the Song buried at the time of 
the fall and restore peace to their 
shattered world. Doubleday is com¬ 
paring the novel to "the storytell¬ 
ing tradition" of La Morte D'Arthur 
and Lord of the Rings. It will be 
priced at $8.95. 

Due out in early October from 
Doubleday is The Encyclopedia of 
Science Fiction edited by Peter 
Nicholls. This will be a deluxe, 
672-page volume containing more than 
450 illustrations. The bulk of the 
book is an alphabetical listing of 
more than 2,800 entries of authors, 
editors, films, television programs, 
illustrators, terminology and other 
specialized subject headings (such 
as Aliens, Genetic Engineering, 

Time Travel, etc.). Also included 
are listings of pseudonjfms, series 
and book titles, with 5,000 cross- 
referenced entries. It will be 
available in hardcover at $24.95 
and in paperback at $12.95.

A fantasy in the tradition of Water- 
ship Down, it was published in 
hardcover last year by Harper & Row 
and will be backed with a heavy 
media campaign by Pocket Books. 

Two Pocket Books originals for

In¬ 
cluded in the collection is a new, 
revised and expanded version of his 
original Riverworld novelette.

No new fantasy or SF releases 
to report on from Warner Books for 
November, but I should recap a few 
September and October titles I 
wasn't able to cover earlier.

FANTASY READERS GUIDE
